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INTRODUCTION. 

AMIDST  the  Variety  of  Charities,  which  are 
the  Diftindtion  and  Glory  of  this  Age  and 
Nation,  perhaps  not  one  has  been  propofed 
to  the  Public  more  truly  beneficial,  or  more  extenfive 
in  its  Benefits,  than  an  Hofpital  for  Lying-in  Women. 
It  would  be  invidious  to  compare  this  with  the  many 
noble  Inftitutions,  which  in  different  Parts  of  the 
Town  are  growing  Evidences  of  the  Public  Spirit  and 
Humanity  of  the  Times  :  But  thus  much  it  is  natural 
and  juft  to  obferve,  that  all  the  Arguments  for*efi:ab- 
lifhing  any  Hofpital,  are  at  leaft  as  ftrong,  when  ap¬ 
plied  to  this.  Poverty  is  an  Objedtof  Pity ;  Sickneis 
and  Poverty  united,  feem  to  comprehend  all  the 
natural  Evils  of  Life :  But,  as  it  is  not  the  Cafe  of 
every  fick  Perfon  to  be  diftrefied  in  Circumitances, 
fo  there  are  not  many  Perfons  thus  diftrefied,  whofe 
Calamity  it  is  to  be  frequently  or  periodically  affiidted 
with  Sicknefs ;  whereas  mo  ft  Women  that  marry 
bear  Children,  and  thofe  who  work  for  their  Subfift- 
ence,  are,  for  a  confiderable  Part  of  their  Lives,  annu¬ 
ally  difqualified  for  Labour ;  at  other  Times  their  La¬ 
bour  is  but  a  bare  Support.  During  the  Time  of  their 
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Lying-In,  the  needy  Family  is  wholly  taken  up  in  At¬ 
tendance  upon  them ;  and  the  Joys,  natural  at  fuch  a 
Seafon,  are  fuppreffed  by  the  Wants  which  furround 
them.  Or,  if  they  be  deftitute  of  this  Attendance,  how 
great  is  the  Hazard  that  the  helplefs  Mother,  or  the 
Child,  or  perhaps  both,  may  by  their  Deaths  become 
melancholy  Inftances  of  the  Evils  of  real  Poverty  ?  If, 
befides,  it  be  confidered,  that  the  Public  is  interefted 
In  the  Life  of  both,  as  the  Poor  are  the  neceffary  In- 
ftruments  of  Eafe  and  Happinefs  to  the  Community, 
this  Charity  will  be  fo  far  from  needing  a  Recom¬ 
mendation,  that  it  is  rather  Matter  of  Surprife,  a 
Defign,  fo  full  of  the  mutual  Love  enjoined  by  Re¬ 
ligion,  and  of  the  Sympathy  excited  by  Nature,  has 
not  been  lboner  executed.  However,  it  takes  Place 
at  laid,  and  muft  by  Degrees  flourifh,  whilfl  a  Spirit 
of  Charity  and  Benevolence  prevails. — But  there  are 
fome  Perfons  whom  it  more  particularly  addreffes  for 
Encouragement :  Ladies  who  have  experienced  the 
Pains  of  Child-Birth,  this  Hofpital  calls  upon  them 
to  remember  their  own  Fears  and  Sufferings,  their 
Expence  in  providing  againft  all  the  poffible  Accidents 
of  their  Situation,  how  much  they  felt  for  themfelves, 
how  much  for  their  Infants !  what  Care  and  Attend¬ 
ance  they  thought  abfolutely  neceffary  for  their  own 
Prefervation,  and  what  Grief  they  underwent  at  the 
Lofs,  or  even  the  Indifpofition  of  the  Child.  When 
they  rccolledt  all  this,  they  cannot  but  fympathize 
with  the  Poor  in  the  fame  Situation,  who  undergo

all  their  Fears  and  Sufferings,  without  their  Comforts 
and  Convenience.  Other  Ladies,  who  have  not  ex¬ 
perienced,  may  yet  imagine  the  Diftreffes  of  this 
Condition,  and  will  be  naturally  prompted,  by  the 
Tendernefs  and  Compafiion  of  the  Sex,  to  contribute 
to  its  Relief.  Gentlemen  too,  whether  Fathers  of 
Families  or  not,  are  by  Motions  of  Humanity  in  ge¬ 
neral,  and  Affe&ion  for  the  Sex  in  particular,  power¬ 
fully  excited  to  commiferate  the  Cafe  of  Women  fo 
circumftanced. 

By  the  Plan  of  this  Hofpital,  every  Convenience 
thefe  diftreffed  Objects  can  require,  is  amply  provided  : 
Commodious  Apartments  and  Beds,  good  Nurfing* 
plain  fuitable  Diet,  proper  Medicines,  the  charitable 
Affiftance  of  Gentlemen  of  Skill  and  Experience  in 
Midwifry,  and,  on  due  Occafions,  the  fpiritual  Com¬ 
fort  of  a  fober  and  pious  Divine.  Thefe  feveral  Be¬ 
nefits  they  will  enjoy  without  the  leaft  Expence  to 
themfelves,  and  at  a  Time  when  their  Condition  ren¬ 
ders  them  ufelefs,  or  rather  a  Burthen  to  their  Families 
at  Home,  to  which,  from  the  Care  taken  of  them  in 
this  Hofpital,  they  will,  probably,  in  a  few  Weeks, 
be  able  to  return  flrong  and  healthy. 


THIS 
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HIS  Charity  was  Inftituted  in  November  1749, 


JL  by  the  Name  of  The  Lying-in  Hospital 
for  Married  Women,  and  the  firfl  general  Meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Subfcribers  (under  the  Patronage  of  the 
late  Duke  of  Portland)  was  held  on  the  17th  of 
that  Month. 

In  April  1756,  by  a  Refolution  of  a  general  Court, 
it  obtained  the  Name  of  The  British  Lying-in 
Hospital  for  Married  Women. 

The  Annual  Subfcriptions  and  Benefactions  to  the 
Charity  being  infufficient  to  fupport  a  general  Admif- 
fion  of  all  Patients  recommended,  that  the  Gover¬ 
nors  may  not  be  difobliged  by  poftponing  their  Recom¬ 
mendations,  or  fufpeCt  any  undue  Preference,  and 
that  every  Governor  may  have  an  equal  Chance  for 
the  Admiffion  of  his  or  her  Patient,  the  refpedtive 
Time  of  each  Patient’s  Reckoning  is  taken  by  fome 
of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty,  or  in  their  Abfence  by 
the  Matron,  and  fubferibed  at  the  Bottom  of  their  re- 
fpe&ive  Letters  of  Recommendation.  The  Patients 
are  admitted  by  Ballot,  agreeable  to  the  refpedtive 
Times  of  their  Reckoning.  Thofe  drawing  the 
white  Balls  receive  immediate  Orders  for  Admiffion ; 
thofe  drawing  the  black  Balls  are  referred  to  the  next 
fucceeding  Board-Day,  to  ballot  again. 

To  promote  Subfcriptions,  and  extend  the  Influence 
of  the  Charity,  any  Perfon  having  a  Patient  to  re¬ 
commend. 
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commend,  whofe  Reckoning  is  out,  on  fending  a 
Subfcription  of  Three  Guineas,  or  upwards,  fuch 
Patient  will  receive  an  immediate  Order  to  be  admit¬ 
ted  into  the  Houfe.  And  the  fame  Regard  is  paid  to 
any  Subfcriber’s  firft  recommended  Patient.  And  by 
Order  of  a  Quarterly  General  Court  held  the  2 2d  of 
January  1766,  each  Subfcriber  of  Three  Guineas  per 
Annum,  or  Benefactor  of  Thirty  Guineas  (and  fo  in 
Proportion)  is  intitled  to  have  One  Patient  in  the  Courfe 
of  each  Year  received  into  the  Hofpital,  without  bal¬ 
loting,  on  writing  the  Word  PREFERENCE  on  the 
upper  Corner  of  the  Letter  recommending  fuch  Pa¬ 
tient,  and  the  Recommender  fubfcribing  his  or  her 
Name  immediately  under  the  Word  Preference,  over 
and  befides  fubfcribing  the  laid  Letter  in  the  ufual 
Manner ;  but  all  other  Patients  are  to  take  their  Chance 
by  balloting  for  Admiffion. 

That  this  Charity  might  be  rendered  more  exten- 
lively  ufeful  to  the  Public,  and  that  not  only  this  great 
Metropolis,  but  the  remoteft  Parts  of  the  Kingdom, 
might  be  fupplied  with  well  inftruCted  and  experienced 
Midwives,  on  the  25th  of  June,  1752,  it  was  propo- 
fed.  That  Female  Pupils  fhould  be  permitted  to  attend 
Labours  under  the  immediate  Infpedion  of  the  Matron, 
and  the  occafional  Directions  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Faculty ;  who  have  undertaken  to  inflxuCt  them  in  all 
Matters  relating  to  Midwifry.  Which  Propoial  being 
maturely  confidered,  ^nd  the  Committee  having  formed 
a  Plan  for  regulating  fuch  Pupils,  the  fame  was  prefen  ted 
I  •  to 


to  the  General  Quarterly  Court,  held  the  20th  of  Oc¬ 
tober,  1752,  and  was  then  approved  :  And  at  a  Ge¬ 
neral  Quarterly  Court,  held  the  26th  of  April,  1769, 
Provifion  was  made  for  the  more  effe&ually  furnifh- 
ing  the  Lecture  Room  with  Neceffaries  to  inftrudt  the 
Female  Pupils. 

N.  B.  No  Pupils  of  the  Male  Sex  are  permitted  to 
attend  this  Hofpital. 

It  will  be  efteemed  a  great  Benefit  to  the  Charity, 
if  Ladies  fhould  be  pleafed  occafxonally  to  vifit  the  Hof¬ 
pital  to  infpedt  the  Management  of  the  Women  and 
Children  ;  and  in  Cafe  they  fliall  pleafe  to  fignify  their 
Obfervations  by  Letter,  or  otherwife,  they  will  be  duly 
regarded . 

And  as  the  Intention  of  this  Charity  is  to  relieve  the 
Wives  or  Widows  of  Sailors  and  Soldiers,  whofe 
Hufbands  are  abroad ;  of  Perfons  who  have  been  re¬ 
duced  from  affluent  or  eafy,  to  indigent  Circum- 
ftances ;  of  diftreffed  Houfekeepers ;  and  of  the  la¬ 
bouring  and  induftrious  Poor ;  the  Governors  are  de- 
lired,  in  their  Recommendations,  principally  to  have 
regard  to  fuch  kind  of  Objedts.  It  is  alfo  thought 
expedient,  both  for  the  Reputation  of  the  Charity, 
and  the  Eafe  and  Comfort  of  the  more  decent  Sort  of 
Patients,  that  no  Women,  who  do  not  come  clean 
in  their  Cloaths,  and  free  from  Vermin,  or  any  con¬ 
tagious  Diftemper,  be  admitted  into  this  Hofpital. 

And  the  Weekly  Committee  have  a  Power  of  reject¬ 
ing  fuch  Patients  as  appear  to  them  to  be  improper  Ob¬ 
jects.  *£be 
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The  General  Plan  of  the  Hofpital. 

A  President,  perpetual. 

Four  Vice-Presidents,  chofen  annually. 

A  Treasurer,  chofen  annually. 

Two  consulting  Physicians  who  attend  and 
give  their  Affiftance  in  extraordinary  Cafes. 

Two  Physicians  and  two  Surgeons,  pra&ifing 
Midwifry,  who  vilit  occafionally,  and  by  Rotation 
deliver  the  Women  in  difficult  Cafes. 

A  Chaplain,  who  performs  divine  Service  in  the 
Hofpital,  baptizes  the  Children,  churches  the  Wo¬ 
men,  and  does  the  necelfary  Duties  belonging  to  his 
Function. 

An  Apothecary,  who  prepares  fuch  Medicines 
as  are  prefcribed  for  the  Women  or  Children. 

A  Secretary,  who  keeps  the  Accounts  of  the 
Hofpital,  attends  at  General  Meetings  and  Weekly 
Boards,  and  does  all  fuch  other  Buiinefs  as  is  com¬ 
monly  done  by  Secretaries,  Clerks,  or  Regifters,  at 

other  Hofpitals. 
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A  Matron  well  {killed  in  Midwifry,  who  deli¬ 
vers  the  Women  in  eafy  natural  Labours,  fuperin- 
tends  the  Nurfes,  and  fees  that  every  Thing  necefiary 
for  the  Women  and  Children,  be  provided,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Direction  of  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons. 
She  alfo  takes  care  of  the  Provifions,  Linen,  and 
Furniture ;  and  has  under  her  an  Assistant 
Matron. 

A  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  of  this 
Charity  is  held  every  Quarter  on  the  fourth  Wednef- 
day  after  Quarter-Day ;  and  the  foie  Power  of  making 
Laws  and  Rules  for  the  Government  of  the  Hofpital, 
is  lodged  in  the  faid  General  Court. 

A  Committee  of  fifteen  Governors  are  chofen 
at  each  Quarterly  General  Court,  the  Treafurer  for 
the  Time  being  always  to  be  one;  any  Number  of 
which  may  tr  an  fa  61  Bufinefs.  They  meet  at  the 
Hofpital  every  Friday  in  the  Forenoon  to  receive 
the  Women  recommended,  and  to  diredt  the  or¬ 
dinary  Affairs  of  the  Houfe.  Temporary  Orders  for 
the  Service  of  the  Hofpital  may  be  made  by  this 
Committee.  But  thefe,  and  all  their  other  Pro¬ 
ceedings,  are  to  be  reported  to  the  Quarterly  Ge¬ 
neral  Court.  Any  Governor  of  the  Charity  may  be 
prefent  at  this  Weekly  Committee  j  but  none  have  a 
Right  of  voting  there,  except  thole  who  are  Mem¬ 
bers 
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bers  of  the  Committee,  and  the  President,  or 
Vice-Presidents,  if  prefent.  The  fame  Rule  to 
extend  to  all  other  Committees. 

A  Special  General  Court  may,  on  a  Fort¬ 
night’s  Notice,  be  called  at  any  Time  between  the 
Quarterly  Courts,  either  by  Order  of  a  General  Court, 
or  of  a  Weekly  Committee,  or  at  the  Demand  of 
the  Treafurer,  or  of  any  Five  of  the  Governors,  the 
faid  Demand  being  delivered  in  Writing  at  the 
Weekly  Board,  and  figned  with  their  fefpedtive 
Names.  The  Bufinefs  of  fuch  fpecial  General  Court 
to  be  exprefied  in  the  faid  Writing  and  in  the  Sum¬ 
mons  to  the  Governors. 

All  Officers  and  Servants  of  the  Hofpital, 
above  the  Rank  of  Affiftant-Matron,  Meffenger  or 
Nurfes,  to  be  eledted  by  Ballot,  at  a  General  Court  of 
the  Governors:  And,  on  any  Vacancy,  the  Day  of 
Election  for  filling  it  up  to  be  appointed,  at  lead:  One 
Month,  and  not  more  than  Three  Months,  from  the 
Day  fuch  Vacancy  happens,  unlefs  diredted  otherwife 
by  exprefs  Order  of  a  General  Court :  But  the  inferior 
Servants  to  be  appointed  by  the  Weekly  Committee. 

The  Qualification  of  an  Annual  Governor 
of  this  Charity  is  a  Subfcription  of  Three  Guineas 
or  upwards  per  Annum ,  and  a  Perpetual  Gover- 
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nor,  a  Payment  at  once  of  Thirty  Guineas 
or  upwards,  which  intitles  the  Subfcriber  to  recom¬ 
mend,  and  have  in  the  Houfe,  one  Woman  at  a 
Time.  A  Subfcription  of  Six  Guineas/^  Annumy 
or  a  Payment  at  once  of  Sixty,  intitles  the  Sub¬ 
fcriber  to  have  in  the  Houfe  two  Women  at  a  Time, 
and  fo  in  Proportion  for  larger  Sums. — Ladies  fub- 
fcribing  the  like  Sums  have  the  Privilege  of  recom¬ 
mending  W omen  in  the  fame  Manner  as  Governors ; 
and  they  have  a  Right  of  Noting  in  all  Elections  at 
General  Courts,  for  Officers  and  Servants,  by  Proxy, 
provided  that  fuch  Proxy  be  a  Governor  of  this  Cha¬ 
rity  ;  or  they  may  fend  a  Letter  to  the  Board  with¬ 
out  a  Proxy,  naming  the  Perfon  they  vote  for,  which 
will  be  regarded  as  their  Vote.  No  Governor  to  be 
Proxy  for  more  than  one  Lady  at  a  Time. — Bene¬ 
factions  and  Subfcriptions  of  fmaller  Sums,  than  thofe 
above-mentioned,  will  be  thankfully  received,  and 
properly  applied  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Charity. 

Women  are  received  into  this  Hofpital,  on  pro¬ 
ducing  a  Letter  of  Recommendation  from  a  Governor, 
and  making  an  Affidavit  of  their  Marriage  and  their 
Hufb  ind’s  Settlement.  During  their  Continuance  in 
the  Hofpital,  all  Neceffaries  are  provided  for  them 
and  their  Children,  at  the  foie  Charge  of  the  Hofpi¬ 
tal.  No  Money  or  other  Gratuity  is  to  be  taken  of 
them  by  the  Nurfes,  or  by  any  of  thg  Officers  or 

Servants 
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Servants  of  the  Houfe,  on  any  Pretence  whatfo- 
ever.

Friday  being  the  Day  appointed  for  the  Admif- 
iion  of  Women,  they  are  required  to  be  at  the  Hof- 
pital  by  Eleven  of  the  Clock  in  the  Forenoon:  No 
Letters  of  Recommendation  being  received  after  that 
Flour,  it  being  neceffary  for  the  Difpatch  of  the  Bu- 
finefs  of  the  Hofpital,  that  fueh  Letters  fhould  be  ex¬ 
amined  and  entered  by  the  Secretary,  before  the 
Weekly  Board  fits,  who  enter  upon  Bufinefs  at 
Twelve. 

N.  B.  Printed  Forms  of  the  Recommendatory 
Letter  are  to  be  had  at  the  Hofpital,  and  Affidavits 
of  the  Marriage  and  Place  of  Settlement  of  the  Pa¬ 
tients  are  there  prepared  by  the  Secretary,  gratis .

Two  Governors  who  are  not  Officers  of  the  Houfe, 
are  weekly  appointed  Visitors  by  the  Committee ; 
to  vifit  the  Hofpital  at  convenient  Times  during  the 
Week,  and  to  make  their  Report  of  the  State  of  the 
Hofpital  to  the  enfuing  Board. 
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SUCH  Perfons,  who  are  inclined  to  favour  this 
charitable  Inftitution,  are  delired  to  fend  their 
Subfcriptions  or  Benefactions  to  Joseph  Chaplin 
Hankey,  Efq;  and  Co.  Bankers,  in  Fenchurch- 
Street ;  to  Meff.  Coutts,  and  Co.  Bankers,  in  the 
Strand;  to  MelT.  Backwell,  and  Co.  Bankers,  in 

Pall-Mall ;  or  to  the  Weekly  Committee,  who  meet 
at  the  Hofpital  every  Friday  in  the  Forenoon. 

By  an  Order  of  the  General  Court  held  on  the  21ft 
of  January,  1767,  a  Subfcription  Book  is  opened  to 
receive  Benefactions,  Donations,  and  Legacies,  to¬ 
wards  ereCting  a  new  Hofpital,  or  enlarging  the  pre- 
fent,  and  towards  fitting  up  a  Chapel ;  the  Intereft 
of  which  Money  is  to  be  applied  to  the  current  Ex- 
pences  of  the  Hofpital,  until  luch  Buildings  or  Alter¬ 
ations  fhall  take  place.
